New Delhi, the 14 th June 1972 

Subject. — Simplified procedure for processing of applications for licences under 
the Import Pdlicy for Registered Exporters. (Amendment No. 4). 

No. 83-ITC(PN)/72.—A simplified procedure for processing of applications for 
Import licences received from Registered Exporters has been devised, with a view 
to reducing the overall time taken in the grant of Import replenishment licences. 
The simplified procedure will apply only to those registered exporters who are 
incorporated as companies under the Companies Act (i,e., either public or private 
limited) and who have been obtaining licences under the Import Policy for 
Registered Exporters against their exports In their own name or In favour of their 
nominees, during the last three years, viz., 1969-70, 1970-71 and 1971-72. 
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2. The scheme is voluntary. The registered exporters wishing to avail of this 
facility should enrol their names with the respective licensing authorities under 
whose jurisdiction they are situated for obtaining import replenishment licenmi 
under the policy for registered exporters. The form in which an application for 
enrolment should be made appears in Appendix I. The application for enrol¬ 
ment should be supported by a statement in the prescribed a**form» (duly certi¬ 
fied by a Chartered Accountant) Indicating the f.o.b. value of frxfrQrt^ made by ihe 
applicant in respect of products covered by the import policy for '■fcfistered Ex¬ 
porters for the year 1972-73; separately during the three years, viz., 1969-70, 
1970-71 and 1971-72, and the total value of import licences obtained against these 
exports year-wise. If the applicant is found eligible to avail of the facility of 
the procedure outlined in this Public Notice, the licensing authority will allot to 
him the ‘Enrolment Number’, which should be quoted by the applicant at the 
top of each import application. Besides the Enrolment Number, the words 
“Application under Public Notice No. 83/72” should also be written in bold letters 
at the top of the application. 


3. This scheme will apply to applications based on exports made on or after 
1st April, 1972. It will not apply to the cases relating to ship repairing, sales to 
foreign tourists, exports of films and export of products the replenishment in 
respect of which is subject to “ceiling prices” indicated in the Red Book (Vol. II), 
such as the products covered by Product Group “L”—Woollen textiles, hosiery 
and mixed fabrics and “P. 1.1”—Natural Silk fabrics. 


4. Subject to what has been stated In this Public Notice, the procedure for 
submission of import applications will be the same as normally applicable. The 
applications for import licences should be made in the prescribed form and 
manner as laid down under the import policy for Registered Exporters for the 
period April 1972-March 1973. The export documents to be furnished by the 
applicants in support of their applications for licences will also he the same as 
prescribed in the import policy. The import application should, however, be 
supported by a certificate of a Chartered Accountant who is the statutory auditor 
of the company, wherein the Chartered Accountant will be required to certify 
that all the particulars given in the statement of exports in the prescribed form 
as In Annexure VII in Section III of the Red Book (Vol. II) for the period April 
1972-March 1973, are correct and have been checked by him with reference to 
the documents attached to the said statement of exports accompanying the import 
application. The Chartered Accountant will also he required to see whether the 
shipping bills bear the authentication of the customs and the invoices are duly 
attested by the banks concerned. The Chartered Accountant shall be required 
to arrange the export documents "consignment-wise” and list out the export 
documents checked by him, arrange them in a proper order, mark page numbers 
on them and indicate the particulars thereof jn the certificate. The proforma in 
which the Chartered Accountant "should give the certificate appears In Annexure 
IL The certificate should be signed by the Chartered Accountant with his seal, 
registration number and full address. The Chartered Accountant should also 
sign the statement of exports as an evidence of having checked it. 


3 The value of the Import licence issued after processing the application 
under the modified procedure shall be liable to be adjusted against the appllcan s 
future Import entitlements, if it is found, at any subsequent stage, that the 
applicant was not entitled to the said value, in full or in part, as the case m y 
be under the Import policy for Registered Exporters. The value of lienees 

Issued to the nominee of the registered exporter or transferred on the request o 
the registered exporter In favour of the eligible Export Houses, shal also 
adjusted against, the import entitlements due to the registered exporter under the 
Import policy for Registered Exporters. The following declaration should be 
given by the applicant in the statement of exports referred to above. 

“I/We hereby declare that the information given in this statement Is 
correct I/We also undertake that the value of the import licence 
granted on the basis of this statement and the documents attached 
thereto shall be liable to be set off against subsequcnt imnort licences 
due to me/us without prejudice to nny other action that may b 
taken in this behalf In case any part of the information contained 
In tljls statement Is found incorrect, false or misleading.
